The caucus w held In Corcoran'a
hall and wns largely attended md en-

thusiastic. It was the most harmon-
ious gathering of Democrats seen In
the Twentieth ward In years. W. G.
O'Mallcy. the city committeeman for
the ward, called the meeting to order
and was elected permanent chairman
of the caucus P. J. Coyne was made
secretary. Chairman O'Malley stated
that they had to nominate candidates
for school co"tt oiler and common coun-
cil and called for nominations for school
controller.

Attone P. W. Gallagher took tho
floor and named John Gibbons Mr
Gibbons, lit sild, hns been a member
of the board of school control for years
and Is a credit to the city and to the
ward he lepresents. The board has no
more earnest or Indefatigable worker
for the cause of education and It would
be a distinct loss to it If he was not
returned Those present agreed with
Mr. Gallagher. Theie were no other
nominations and Mr. Gibbons was
nominated by acclamation amid great
enthusiasm and cheering.

Common council was next taken up,
nnd on motion of Pattlck Moote, M. J
Cuslck, the piesent Incumbent, was
also renominated by acclamation
Short addresses weie tnnde by the nom-
inees, thanking the voteis for the nom-
inations nnd the spiilt in which thej.
wero tendered. Mt Gibbons said tho
nomination, coming with such unanim-
ity, was pai tlcularly giatlfylng to him
It showed he has the confidence nnd
respect of his nelghbois which ho
prized above overj thing else.
